As to cats, the ordinate pamper- 
ed bonsc pet fa useless as a rat 
catcher, while a semi-wild cat is 
liable to be dangerous to pi" 16 * 
poultry and small insectivorous 
birds. Nevertheless, the fact that 
the cat has been associated with 
man since the days of ancient 
Egypt shows that, on the whole, 
itaaa been found more heiicficial 
than harmful Terriers are com- 
mooJy osed" by professional rat 
catchers and can be trained to he 
exceedingly expert. Female ferrets 
dc«s infinitely more good than harm. 
Only the Sharp-sHnncd and Coop- 
arc used —the mate being too large 
—So enter the holes of rats and 
either drive them forth or destroy 
thesa there. _ . 

Few creatures are more ccnenaai 
Bo man than the owl. He preys pnn- 
cirally on rats, tniee, gopacra, sqmr- 
jjbsad other noaaoua rodents. The

Kats are exceedingly; cwintiiR crea- 
tures and no trap hns yet hcen de- 
vised which has been more than tem- 
porarily successful in any one local- 
ity. No douhe many rats can be 
caught with them by a skilful rnnn. 
piblc.- Even the hawk, though it 
does take a chicken occasionally. 
but, as a means 'of extermination, 
they arc not to be seriously depend- 
ed on. 

C Poisons, such as, arsciuc, stry- 
chnine, squills, etc. 

Mr. E. G. Boulengcr, Curator 
of Reptiles, Zoological GardcnE, 
London, states that, to kill rats, 
he has obtained the most satisfac- 
tory results with squill poison, 
which, in. the small quantities neces- 
sary for lat destruction, is harmless 
to domestic animals. It is best used 
by soaking bread in a solution of 
the poison mixed with milk. Bar- 
ium carbonate, of which 1J6 to 2 
gram* are harmless to a chicken and 
10G grains to a dog, is next best. It 
should be mixed with tallow and 
smeared on bread as it makes the 
rats thirsty. It can be used effect- 
ively with squills. After It has been 
put dewn, bowls with squills and 
milk should be placed where the rat 
will ca *o drink. 

Strychine. is too dangerous for 
general use. Phosphorus and ar- 
«nic are also very dangerous, and 
are leso successful than squills and. 
banana carbonate. 



AUTOMATIC TOASTER 

Anew electrical device has now 
jiinde its appearance. It is de- 
signed for tlie toasting o£ bread arid 
is so constructed that when the 
slices oi bread arc placed in the 
receiver a downward pressure on 
two small levers lowers the bread 
into the rent and so engages a tim-

ever from the attendant. When the 
toast is just riplu, the lever is ro 
IciSfld by the timer, the current 
turned off and the toast lifted out 
of the machine automatically.

FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS 
•"■"■HE Nineteenth Annual Report 
\ * of the Secretary of the Canadian: 
Association for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis tells of a wldespreal 
effort throughout the Dominion oa 
the part of provincial and muni- 
cipal health authorities in the 
educational campaign. 

The report indicates that tho 
capacity of the institutional accom- 
modation for the tuberculous is 3,- 
500 beds, but it points, out that the 
increase is due largely to the pro- 
vision made during the past year for 
tuberculous soldiers. - ■ 

•It Is furthef stated that "only 
about fifteen per cent of the tuber* 
culotis In Canada can now be ftp 
Commodated in sanatoria and evetW 
bed availaame is much needed and 
many more arc stRt scqvitea,' Thtf 
Bceeretary emphasiies, now«v«, the 
important fact that the Breat mw 
pority of patients will always be 
treated In their horaw and therttortf 
he points out that the visiting nur« 
is necessary and essential.
